insert  with  pleasure,  and  we  earnestly 
solicit  the  same  favor  from  the  Secre- 
t.-ry  of  each  County  Society. 

The  eighth  annuail  meeting  of 
this  Society  was  held  at  I'helsea, 
on  the  2t)th  of  December,  1822. 
The  meeting  w  as  opened  by  a  very 
interesting  and  appropriate  dis¬ 
course,  delivered  to  a  numerous 
audience,  by  Rev.  William  Sloan 
of  Topsham.  After  service,  the 
Secretary  read  the  following: — 

RF.HOUr  or  THE  DIHECTOKS. 

Christian  brethren, 

The  return  of  anotlier  anniver¬ 
sary  meeting  warns  us  of  our 
hasty  progress  towards  the  close 
of  our  mortal  existence ;  while  it 
reminds  us  of  those  duties  which 
devolve  upon  us,  as  members  of 

tlieOHSNGE  COUNTY  BIBLE  SOCIE¬ 
TY.  The  latter  of  these  reHections 
spreads  out  before  us.  in  all  its 
importance,  the  great  work  of  dis¬ 
seminating  the  scriptures,  which 
the  Christian  world  are  in  duty 
bound  to  perform  ;  while  the  for¬ 
mer  admonishes  us  that  whatso¬ 
ever  ire  do  in  this  work,  it  behoves 
us  to  do  qni  *  ly. 

The  Directors  have  to  congratu¬ 
late  their  brethren  on  account  of 
the  increase  of  the  Society’s  funds 
during  the  past  year.  The  holy 
cause,  in  which  we  are  engaged, 
seems  to  be  better  understoikl,  ami 
its  importance  more  justly  appre¬ 
ciated  than  forme-ly,  by  the  Chris¬ 
tian  public  of  this  county. 

In  ebedtenee  to  t>ie  SocieW's 


vote,  at  the  last  annual  meeting, 
the  officers  met,  in  the  early  part 
of  last  June,  appointed  influential 
pel  suns  in  the  several  religious 
societies  in  the  county,  as  agents 
fur  this  society  ;  and  having  agreed 
on  a  circular  address,  they  trans¬ 
mitted  the  same  with  a  copy  of 
the  constitution,  to  each  of  those 
agents  ;  requesting  their  influence 
and  aid,  in  promoting  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  scriptures,  by  persuad¬ 
ing  their  friends  and  neighbors  to 
join  them,  in  doing  something  to 
increase  the  .Society’s  funds.  The 
wisdom  of  that  measure  has  been 
evinced  by  the  increased  number 
of  now  members,  who  have  since 
united  with  the  Society  ;  and  by 
the  increased  amount  of  donations 
and  contributions.  The  follow¬ 
ing  statement  from  the  Treasurer’s 
account,  now,  in  obedience  to  the 
constitution,  submitted  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  will  present  the  facts,  on 
which  we  found  this  conclusion. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  the 
Treasurer  had,  on  hand,  TB  Bibles 
and  50  Testaments.  Since  that 
time  he  has  received  from  the 
parent  Society  33  Bibles.  Of 
these  he  has  sold,  as  appears  from 
his  account  stated  below,  to  the 
amount  of  $^40  59.  He  has  now 
on  had  25  Bibles  and  20  Testa¬ 
ments.  The  remainder  has  been 
delivered  to  members  on  their 
constitutional  claims,  or  ilistribut- 
ed  gratuitouily  among  the  desti¬ 
tute.

tin  romparing  this  statement  of 
the  Treasurer’s  account,  with  that 
of  the  preceding  ye.tr,  when  only 
g40  21  were  remittetl  to  the  pa¬ 
rent  Society,  we  are  enabled  to 
see  the  good  enVets  which  have 
resulted  from  the  measures  pursu¬ 
ed,  in  oberlicnce  to  your  vote,  aa 
already  noticed,  lltit  the  value  of 
this  success,  however  cheering  it 
may  be  to  (he  Christian's  heart,  is 
not  to  be  estimated  from  the  mere 
consideration,  that  the  means  for 
diffusing  the  word  of  life  have  been 
augmented. three-fold  in  this  coun¬ 
ty,  during  the  past  year  ;  and  that 
50  families,  heretofore  destitute, 
may,  thereby,  have  been  furnished 
with  the  he.ivenly  treasure.  AI-- 
tho  it  is  true,  tlnit  the  converaion 
of  many  sinners  fi  om  the  error  of 
their  ways  mav  Ire  the  happy  effect 
of  these  exertions,  yet  tlie  princi¬ 
pal  cause,  which  we  have  for  con¬ 
gratulation,  is  that  tlie  measures 
pursued,  liave  diacovered  those 
rdfources,  on  which  we  may  de¬ 


pend  for  future  encourac>eni«n<  ir, 
our  work,  and  have  developed 
those  energies,  by  the  exorcise  of 
w  hich,  far  more  may  hereafter  be 
accomplished.  The  feeble  exer¬ 
tions  of  the  past  year,  have  been 
followed  by  a  result  so  much  be¬ 
yond  expectation,  that  it  w  oulri  be 
wicked,  any  longer,  to  indulge  in 
despondency.  Indeed,  we  are  new 
no  longer  at  liberty  to  say  that 
but  little  or  nothing  can  be  done, 
in  the  County  of  Orange,  for  the 
circulation  of  the  scriptures. 
There  is  a  redeeming  power  in  the 
Christian  community,  which  re¬ 
quires  nothing  but  well  directed 
and  systematic  efforts  to  rouse  it 
into  action.  Let  all,  who  are  able 
to  put  any  just  estimate  upon  the 
value  of  the  soul,  be  madeacqinnnt- 
ed  with  the  object  of  this  society; 
and  the  condition  of  their  fellow- 
creatures,  perishing  for  want  of 
the  life-giving  influence  of  the 
holy  scriptures ;  then  let  their 
duty  be  only  suggested,  and  all 
who  feel,  in  any  just  degree,  the 
weight  of  Christian  obligation, 
must  and  will  “come  up  to  the 
hcl|a  of  the  Lord,”  and  to  the  aid 
of  humanity,  in  this  glorious  work 
I  Yes,  brethren,  we  ^lall  then  sei 
what  we  have  not  yet  seen,  in  fhi* 
county,  something  efficient  and 
'  liberal  done  for  the  circulation  of 
I  the  Hible.  Kor,  after  all  that  ha? 
j  been  done  tlie  past  year,  but  little, 
I  comparatively  little,  has  yet  been 
I  accomplisheil.  There  are  yet 
thousands  in  our  own  country, 
and  hundreds  of  millions  in  hea- 
j  then  lands,  both  on  this  and  tlie 
'  other  continent,  who  are  destitute 
!  of  that  holy  book,  which  bring* 
1  life  and  immortality  to  light.  In¬ 
deed,  the  utmost  extent  of  benevo¬ 
lent  exertion  among  Christians, 
,  could  not,  in  many  years,  supply 
the  present  demand  upon  their 
charities.  Nowj  with  these  facts 
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Orange  County  RHlc  Socifty, 


in  >i«w,  what  miKht  be  expei  toil 
fn>in  a  couritv  like  this?  In  aj 
(ounty  contfttning  a  numerous  i 
population,  enjoying  great  relig¬ 
ious  privileges,  niul  possessing 
abundance  of  wealth,  is  it  not  to 
t>e  expected,  tiiat  more  than  30 
persons  might  be  found,  who  would  | 
be  willing  to  do  their  duty,  if 
their  attention  were  properly  call- 
e«l  to  the  subject  ?  \  coinpariaon 
of  our  religious  and  civil  privileges 
witli  those  of  the  heathen  and  sav- 


ety  at  the  same  meeting.  Surely, 
our  resources  for  aiding  in  this 
glorious  work  have  not  yet  been 
explored.  More,  much  more,  may, 
and  must  be  done.  There  certainly 
must  yet  remain,  uncultivated,  a 
large  and  fertile  field  of  resources. 

The  work  of  cultivating  this 
field  must  be  undertaken;  and  it 
luuat  be  resolutely,  systematically 
and  perseveringly  pursued.  The 
language  of  discouragement  must 
no  more  be  used.  'I'he  voice  of 


a^e  nations  upon  oiir  borders, 
wnild,  assuredly,  convince  them 
ol  ific  utility  of  the  holy  scriptures, 
wl.i.  h,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
“l.sth  caused  us  to  dirt’er.’’  Ami 
then,  love  to  God,  and  good  will 
to  man,  if  indeed  they  were  not 
wholly  destitute  of  both,  must, 
ami  Mould,  excite  them  to  duty, 
if  their  duty  were  only  suggested.

And  now,  let  the  in¬ 
quiry  he  made — .\re  thero  not 
indeed  thousands  in  this  county, 
who  understand  sufRciently  the 
value  of  their  privileges,  and  the  j 
nature  of  their  obligations,  that,  I 
if  proper  means  were  used,  they  ‘ 
might  be  enlisted  in  this  glorious 
service?  Hrethreu!  There  is — 
^we  repeat  it)  There  is  a  redeem- 
ing  poirer  in  the  Christian  public 
of  Orange  County,  which  requires 
nothing  but  well  directed  and  sys¬ 
tematic  efforts  to  rouse  it  into  ac¬ 
tion — Do  we  need  any  further  evi¬ 
dence  of  this?  Let  us,  then,  com¬ 
pare  our  population,  wealth,  ami 
religious  privileges,  with  those  of 
tJie  county  of  Caledonia,  in  which 
we  have  much  the  advantage ;  and 
then  let  us  consider  the  impor¬ 
tant  fact — that  the  Bible  Society 
of  that  county  paid  into  the  Trea¬ 
sury  of  the  parent  Society,  at  the 
last  annual  meeting,  nearly  double 
the  amount  of  even  the  increased 
S'lm,  which  was  pai^  by  this  Soci¬ 


drspondency  must  no  longer  be 
heard.  In  this  labor  of  love  the 
energies  of  the  Christian  public, 
wi.ich  have  hitherto  slept,  must  be 
awakened,  and  excited  to  active 
and  vigorous  exertion.  And  while 
we  enjoy  life  and  health,  and  pos¬ 
sess  property  and  influence,  our 
efforts  must  not  be  remitted,  till 
every  destitute  family  in  our  coun¬ 
try,  and  all  the  families  of  the 
earth,  are  supplied  with  that  holy 
book,  which  is  able  to  make  them 
wise  unto  salvation.

I  have  not  alter-  J 
e<l  a  single  word,  nor  the  spelling,  ' 
except  in  two  instances  which  i 
were  obviously  mere  slips  of  the  ' 
ni  I  make  this  remark,  because  | 
have  often  mvself  wished  to  ] 
know,  when  reaching  the  printed  j 
letters  of  Indian  youths,  whether  I 
they  were  just  as  the  writers  left  ’ 
them,  or  had  been  corrected  by  !

“Gibbs  goes  to  the  Choc-  j 
taw  nation  as  an  assistant  mission¬ 
ary  and  catechist.”  The  others  ! 
will,  no  doubt,  do  much  to  pro-  ! 
mote  the  welfare  of  their  nation.  !

Respected  Friend, 

I  received  your  affectionate  let¬ 
ter  from  C.  when  1  was  at  Corn¬ 
wall,  but  had  no  time  to  answer  it, 
as  I  had  dutermined  to  leave  that 
lace  for  my  dear  Native  Country. 

have  arrived  safe,  three  ilavs 
since,  and  now  1  have  tiie  happi¬ 
ness  to  address  you  from  your 
own  country.  All  the  Cherokee 
young  men  have  arrived  safe  i  er^  J 
and  apparently  pleaseil  to  revisit 
the  land  of  their  fathers.  You 
cannot  conceive  the  delight  man¬ 
ifested  by  all  the  Cherokees  at 
our  return 

What  shall  I  say  of  our  dear 
Country?  Shall  1  tell  you  that 
they  make  advances  to  the  meri¬ 
dian  of  civilization  ?  Yes,  my 
friend,  only  look  at  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Cherokee  Legislature, 
the  best  criterion  for  observation 
with  respect  to  their  improve¬ 
ments.  Their  transactions  are 
respected  and  submitted  to  ;  which 
is  an  evidence  of  superlative  pow¬ 
er.  I  have  not  seen  the  resolu¬ 
tions  passed  at  the  last  session, 
but  1  have  heard  from  men  of 
veracity,  that  they  have  prohibited 
card  playing  by  heavy  fines.  That 
no  intoxicating  liquors  shall  bo 
brought  near  the  seat  of  Govern¬ 
ment  while  sitting,  nor  within 
three  miles  from  any  court  what¬ 
ever  in  the  nation.  The  Legisla¬ 
ture  is  divided  into  the  upper  and 
lower  houses.  They  voted  to  build 
a  large  house,  two  stories,  and  two 
chimneys  at  each  end  ;  which  h 
now,  or  will  be  very  soon  in  op¬ 
eration.  There  is  quite  a  talk  of 
a  treat V  with  the  Cherokees  by 
the  Cnfted  States  commissioners. 
They  wish  to  have  the  Cherokees 
meet  them  at  the  Agency;  but 
they  are  determined  not  to  step 
out  of  the  way  in  the  least 
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•  South  Sea  Islands, 


(Bcet  them,  as  that  very  step  would 
in  ply  a  desire  to  treat,  or  be  con¬ 
strued  as  submissive  compliance 
to  the  dictates  or  rather  cummunds 
ot  the  whites.  Col  Mei;;s  was  at 
the  *Hoii.  Charles  Hicks’  to  pro 
poge  the  meeting  to  be  at  the 
Cherokee  Agency.  Mr.  Hicks 
told  him  that  they  would  not  meet 
them  there,  to  expose  their  horses 
or  property  to  the  white  rogues. 
Col  Meigs  insisted  that  they  imist 
comply,  by  virtue  of  the  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  war,  who  had 
appointed  that  place  for  meeting. 
Mr.  Hicks  replietl  that  thev  were 
not  obliged  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Secretary  ;  and  he 
declared  positively  that  he  would 
not  comply  ;  that,  if  the  Cnited 
States  wished  to  send  commission¬ 
ers  to  treat,  or’  have  any  transac¬ 
tions  with  the  Cherokee  Cioverii- 
meiit,  that  they  must  appear  as 
such  at  the  Cherokee  seat  of  go¬ 
vernment,  at  Newtown,  the  place 
selected  for  such  meetings  by 
anthority  of  the  Cherokee  Nation. 

At  the  last  Council  a  white  man 
from  Tennessee  clandestinely  re¬ 
tailed  whisky,  contrary  to  the  law, 
was  discoverd,  anti  the  Marshal 
with  his  troop  ttiok  one  hundred 
gallons  from  him,  and  it  was  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder  upon  the 
spot.  The  white  man  attempted 
to  elude  the  existing  authority  by 
telling  lies.  He  said  that  it  was 
not  his  property,  but  another’s  - 
and  that  he  was  employed  to  con; 
vey  it  to  the  state  of  Georgia. 
The  officer  directed  him  to  swear 
solemnly  to  the  truth  of  his  asser¬ 
tion,  but  he  refused.  I'pon  this 
tlie  officer  declared  the  property 
confiscated  according  to  law.

You 
may  rest  assured,  dear  friend,  tiiat 
whatever  the  malice  of  our  ene¬ 
mies  may  say,  that  the  Cherokc.>s 
are  positively  ap|*roacliiiig  tliat 
state  of  improvement,  Wi  ich  w  dl 
not  fail  to  give  them  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  character  among  civilized 
nations.

SOUTH  SFA  ISLANDS. 

Extract  of  a  tetter  from  the  Hev. 
If.  Tyermau,  tu  a  lady  in  Eng¬ 
land,  dated  Talieite,  JV‘ov.  24th, 
1821. 

The  details  of  past  wickedness 
given  us  by  the  Missionaries  since, 
we  have  been  here,  are  enough  to 
fill  us  with  horror.  How  many 
human  victims  almost  daily  bled 
upon  their  cruel  altars!  Two 
thirds  of  the  infants  born,  were 
instantly  murdered  by  the  ♦  aiids 
ot  their  own  mothers.  1  saw  one 
woman  the  other  day,  who  had 
destroyed  eight  of  her  own  off¬ 
spring  ;  1  have  heard  of  another 
who  killed  nine,  another  seven* 
teen,  another  twenty  ! !  !  The  god 
of  thieves,  for  there  was  such  a 
god  here,  was  faithfully  served, 
while  crimes  of  other  kinds 
too  horrible  to  be  named,  every 
where  defiled  this  beautiful  land. 
All  the  worst  passions  of  human 
nature  were  indulged  in  the  ut¬ 
most  possible  extent.  But,  where 
sin  abounded,  grace  much  more 
abounds !

God  hai  tVine  {rraat  thiup  for 
thia  people.  The  faithful  and  ho* 
Ij  exertions  of  his  servants  are 
most  ampij  rewarded. 

No  public  immoralitjr  or  inde* 
cencj  is  seen.  All  drunkenness 
and  profane  swearing  arc  unknown 
here.  All  their  former  spurts  and 
amusements  are  completelj  put 
down.  Their  morais  aie  almost 
all  demolished,  and  many  of  them 
completely  obliterated  ;  and  it  is 
a  singular  fact,  that  chapels  now 
occupy  the  very  ground  on  which 
many  of  them  stood.  Never  be¬ 
fore  did  the  Gospel  obtain  so 
complete  and  so  universal  a  tri¬ 
umph  in  any  country  over  heathen¬ 
ism,  cruelty,  superstition  and  igno¬ 
rance. 

Extracts  from  other  letters. 

Mr.  Bennet,  in  a  letter  to  a 
friend,  says,  “The  ministers  have 
not  to  wait  for  any  part  of  their 
congregation  ;  nor  is  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  danger  of  being  disturb¬ 
ed  by  persons  coming  in  after  the 
commencement  of  public  worship. 

•*0  that  a  few  thousands  of  the 
half-hearted  in  our  dear  country 
could  but  behold  the  genuine  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  gospel  here,  and 
form  some  tolerable  idea  of  those 
horrid  superstitions  andcruei  vices 
from  which  the  people  have  thereby 
been  delivered  I— then  would  Mis¬ 
sionaries  and  Missions  in  every 
quarter  of  the  world  be  loved  and 
i^erished  by  them.” 

‘‘Civilization  is  making  rapid 
^ogress.  Crimes  of  all  kinds  are 
Almost  unknown.  Encourage  Mis- 
aionary  exertions  and  Missionary 
prayers.  If  any  are  relaxing  in 
these  respects,  or  are  unbelievers 
in  the  importance  of  Missionary 
exertions,  send  them  hither.  I 
should  not  have  thought  the  suf¬ 
ferings  and  inconvenience  of  go¬ 
ing  ten  times  round  the  world  too 
much  to  be  endured  for  the  sake 


of  seeing  what  God  hat  wrought 
in  thess  idolatrous  countries.  We 
hope  to  sea  all  the  islands  wIucK 
have  embraced  Christianity  before 
we  return.  Thirteen  are  known 
where  the  people  have  abamlonrd 
their  idols  and  received  the  truth. 
Other  islands  are  petitioning  for 
M  issionaries.  Indeed,  if  Mission¬ 
aries  could  be  found,  there  is  eve¬ 
ry  reason  to  hope  that  all  the 
islands  in  this  vast  ocean,  would 
immediately  embrace  the  truth.”
